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Authority  Rules  On 
Medical  Center  Plan 


On  March  29  the  Boston  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Authority  (BRA)  gave  conditional 
approval  to  the  New  England  Medical 
Center’s  (NEMC)  ten  year  master  plan, 
including  the  community  benefits 
package.  On  the  same  day,  the  BRA  ap¬ 
proved  Chinatown’s  Community  Plan, 
the  comprehensive  document  describing 
Chinatown’s  future  development  of  affor¬ 
dable  housing,  community  services,  and 
businesses. 

The  Chinatown  Community  Plan  ac¬ 
companies  zoning  amendments  which 
restrict  commercial  and  institutional  ex¬ 
pansion  to  the  periphery  of  Chinatown. 
The  amendments  were  adopted  in 
January. 

Two  and  a  half  years  in  the  making,  the 
approval  of  both  plans  signals  a  new  stage 
in  the  relationship  between  Chinatown 
and  the  medical  center.  While  the 


Chinatown’s  plan  broadens  the  communi-  . 
ty’s  authority  to  determine  development, 
the  NEMC  plan  for  expansion  includes  ^ 
not  only  linkage  payments,  but  other 
community  benefits  in  keeping  with  the 
goals  of  the  Chinatown  Community  Plan. 

“This  plan  is  the  beginning  of  a  strong 
partnership  between  Chinatown  and  the 
medical  center.”  said  William  Moy,  co¬ 
moderator  of  the  CNC.  Carol  Lee.  chair 
of  the  task  force  which  worked  with  the 
medical  center  to  refine  the  community 
benefits  package  said,  “We  now  have  a 
good  benefits  package,  and  the  NEMC  - 
plan  conforms  to  the  Chinatown  plan.” 

Lee  added  that  she  will  continue  work¬ 
ing  with  the  medical  center  on  resolving 
the  'remaining  issues:  a  traffic  plan,  the  „ 
environmental  impact  study,  and  a  final  ■

Masschusetts  May  Be  Multicultural  State

A  bill  naming  Massachusetts  the  first 
multilingual,  multicultural  state  received 
favorable  support  from  the  legislature’s 
Committee  on  State  Administration  on 
April  2.  / 

The  bill’s  advocates  hope  it  will  strike  a 
blow  to  the  English  Only  movement,  the 
campaign  to  declare  English  as  the  of¬ 
ficial  language  of  the  state. 

The  symbolic  resolution  is  often  called 
the  “English  Plus”  bill  because  it  sup¬ 
ports  increased  educational  services  for 
immigrants  and  refugees,  and  at  the  same 
time  officially  honors  the  state’s  ethnic 
diversity.  Within  the  next  few  weeks,  the 
bill  moves  for  consideration  before  the 
House  of  Representatives. 


The  bill,  sponsored  by  Representative 
Nelson  Merced  (D-Dorchester),  is  back¬ 
ed  by  community  groups,  labor  leaders, 
the  clergy  and  immigrant  groups.  These 
supporters  testified  before  committee 
Chairman  Joseph  Hermann  (D-N.  An¬ 
dover).  The  bill  passed  the  committee 
easily.  “This  was  kind  of  a  surprise,” 
said  Dahlia  Lugo,  Merced’s  legislative 
assistant.  “  We  hope  it  passes  in  the 
House.” 

Immigrants  and  refugees  who  testified 
in  favor  of  the  bill  said  they  wanted  to 
learn  more  English,  and  fear  that  the 
English  Only  movement  will  restrict  fun¬ 
ding  for  educational  programs.  “It’s  a 
misconception  that  people  who  support  a 
multilingual  bill  don’t  want  to  learn 


English,”  said  Herbert  M.  Prichard,  the 
Massachusetts  Office  for  Refugee  and 
Immigrants  (MORI)  assistant  director  for 
external  affairs. 

In  sponsoring  the  bill,  Merced  wants  to 

demonstrate  the  state’s  support  of  ethnic 
communities.  The  bill  describes 
Massachusetts  as  a  state  which  has  tradi¬ 
tionally  welcomed  ethnic  newcomers  and 
has  been  enriched  by  cultural  diversity. 

Despite  this  tradition,  one  of  the  most 
formidable  challenges  immigrants  are 
facing  in  Massachusetts  today  is  anti¬ 
immigrant  legislation,  including  the  re¬ 
cent  English  Only  movement  and  attacks 
on  bilingual  education.  In  February,  a  bill 
filed  by  Rep.  William  Glodis 
(D-Worcester)  would  abolish  the  state’s 


bilingual  education  law,  and  another  j* 
sponsored  by  Rep.  Marilyn  Travinski  ' 
(D-Southbridge)  would  make  bilingual  *. 
education  a  local  option. 

Concern  about  the  English  Only  move-  ? 
ment  has  grown  since  the  city  of  Lowell  ' 
passed  a  non-binding  referendum  naming  § 
English  as  the  official  language  of  the  ci-  \ 
ty.  Seventeen  states  have  passed  similar  h 
legislation  with  negative  impacts:  in  i 
Florida1,  people  are  fired  for  speaking 
Spanish  on  the  job;  in  California, 
workers  are  urged  to  report  anyone  ; 
overheard  speaking  a  foreign  language. 

In  these  states,  also,  English  Only  legisla-  l 
tion  paves  the  way  for  the  elimination  of

Elderly  Cambodians  Struggle 
with  Stress ,  Loneliness

A  Cambodian  woman  sits 
alone  in  a  small  apartment  in 
East  Boston.  Her  daughter  and 
son  are  away  at  work,  her  grand¬ 
children  at  school.  She  would 
like  to  shop  for  some  good  food 
and  make  dinner  for  the  family, 
but  she  doesn’t  understand 
American  supermarkets.  She 
wants  to  help  her  grandchildren 
with  their  school  work,  but 
English  confuses  her.  Even 
though  she  feels  depressed  and 
sad,  she  can’t  tell  anyone 
because  her  whole  family  is 
struggling  to  make  ends  meet. 
Her  complaints  would  only 
burden  them. 

Elderly  Cambodians  are  a 
group  suffering  in  silence,  says 
Saly  Pin-Riebe,  director  of  the 


state  refugee  assistance  pro¬ 
gram,  under  the  Department  of 
Mental  Health.  These  older  im¬ 
migrants,  mostly  women  from 
the  age  of  fifty  up,  don’t  fit  easi¬ 
ly  into  refugee  or  im¬ 

migrant  assistance  programs  that 
emphasize  job  training  or 
language  skills.  Many  of  them 
are  uncomfortable  learning  in  a 
highly  competitive  atmosphere, 
and  most  are  too  old  to  start  a 
new  job  path.  Their  needs  are 
not  met  through  the  city’s  senior 
programs,  either.  “They  need 
services  which  are  accessible 
and  culturally  appropriate  for 
elderly  refugees  coming  from  a 
war-torn  country,”  said  Riebe. 

A  native  of  Cambodia  who 
came  to  this  country  in  1981 
after  fleeing  Cambodia  and  liv¬ 


ing  for  two  years  in  refugee 
camps,  Riebe  helps  to  make 
policy  decision  which  affect  the 
care  of  immigrants  in  the  state  of 
Massachusetts.  Even  though  her 
work  is  somewhat  separate  from 
direct  service,  she  keeps  up  with 
the  needs  of  Cambodians  in  the 
state  by  supervising  interpreters 
who  are  hired  on  a  part-time 
basis  to  assist  refugees  as  the 
need  arises. 

In  Cambodian  culture,  a  fifty 
year  old  woman  or  man  looks 
forward  to  spending  her  later 
years  as  an  advisor  to  the  family. 
Her  family,  in  turn,  honors  her 
wisdom  by  relying  on  her  to  help 
make  decisions.  The  older  per¬

When  he  was  nine  years  old, 
Gambino  Hernandez  saw 
soldiers  in  El  Salvador’s  Na¬ 
tional  Guard  kill  an  old  man 
walking  along  the  road.  When 
he  was  older,  Gambino  refused 
o  join  the  army  even  though  his 
ather,  a  command  *leader  in 
heir  small  countryside  town, 
heat  him  for  his  defiance  and 
hen  threw  him  out  on  the  streets 
o  live. 

To  support  himself,  he  hitched 
:o  the  capital,  San  Salvador,  to 
sell  pigskins.  “Perhaps  like 
many  of  you,”  he  told  the  au¬ 
dience  of  Quincy  High  School 
students,  some  from  war  torn 
countries  such  as  Cambodia  and 
Vietnam,  “I  never  had  a 
childhood.” 

Eventually,  he  left  El 
Salvador,  and  all  by  himself 
made  the  treacherous  trip 
through  Guatemala  and  Mexico 
to  the  United  States.  Along  with 
many  other  Latinos  escaping 
war  and  economic  hardship,  he 
was  caught  by  border  guards  and 
held  in  detention  camps  for  mon¬ 
ths  because  he  had  no  documen¬ 
tation.  Fortunately,  a  priest 
helped  him  find  a  Los  Angeles 
sponsor. 

Sixteen  year  old  Gambino 
Hernandez,  along  with  eight 
other  teenagers  from  around  the 
globe,  is  a  member  of  a  the  in¬ 
ternational  group  “Children  of 
War,"  which  is  touring  Boston 
area  schools.  They  are  telling 
their  stories  to  teen  audiences 
because,  as  Gambino  said,  “we 
want  peace.  We  are  sharing  our 
stories  with  you  so  that  together 
we  can  fight  war.” 

The  youths,  hailing  from  all 
around  the  world  -  Mozambi¬ 
que,  Haiti,  Ireland,  Cambodia, 
California  -  enjoy  hanging  out 
and  laughing  with  their  new 
friends,  but  once  they  approach 
the  microphone,  a  seriousness 
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takes  over  which  belies  their 
years. 

Marcelle  Desronzil  described 
how  her  father,  a  union  leader, 
was  imprisoned,  and  how  her 
family  suffered  under  the 
government’s  oppressive 
regime.  Yet  nothing  prepared 
her  for  the  racism  and  she  would 
meet  in  the  United  States.  “I  get 
here  and  it  is  worse.  Ail  negative 
things  are  blamed  on  Haitians. 
They  say  Haitians  brought 
AIDS.  Why?  Because  Haiti  is  a 
poor  country.” 

Revealing  loyalty  and  love  for 
her  country,  Marcelle  said,  “No 
matter  what  they  say.  I’m  proud 


divided  into  two  groups  are 
spending  two  weeks  in  the 
Boston  area,  speaking  to  schools 
and  community  groups. 

Children  War  is  a  project  of 
the  New  York  based  Religious 
Task  Force,  an  inter¬ 
denominational  group. The  idea 
for  an  international  tour  of  youth 
originated  six  years  ago  when 
Religious  Task  Force  members 
heard  Arn  Chorn,  a  Cambodian 
youth  tell  of  his  experiences 
escaping  the  Khmer  Rouge. 

Chris  Shultz,  a  junior  at  Quin¬ 
cy  High  School  and  member  of 
the  Students’  Alliance  Against 
Racism  said  the  Children  of

of  being  Haitian.  If  I’m  not  pro¬ 
ud  of  my  country,  who  would 
be?” 

At  Quincy  High  School,  nine¬ 
teen  percent  of  the  students  are 
minorities,  17  percent  Asian  and 
2  percent  African-American. 
Sandy  Pimentel,  director  of 
human  services  in  the  Norfolk 
County  District  Attorney’s  Of¬ 
fice,  said  the  program  hopes  that 
other  minority  students  will  feel 
freer  telling  their  stories.  The 
District  Attorney’s  Office  has 
been  working  with  the  county’s 
Students'  Alliance  Against 
Racism  and  Prejudice  to  bring 
cultural  awareness  to  the  Quincy 
schools  where  the  minority 
population  is  growing. 

In  the  last  six  years,  the  Asian 
population  of  Quincy  has  in¬ 
creased  by  at  least  10,000.  The 
total  population  of  the  town  is 
88,000. 

This  year’s  tour  is  the  third 
one  organized  by  the  five  year 
old  Children  of  War  group.  A 
total  of  twelve  young  people, 


War’s  appearance  will  help  the 
school  to  be  more  unified.  “We 
hope  to  bring  this  school 
together.  Our  English  as  a  Se¬ 
cond  Language  kids  study  in  a 
different  wing  of  the  building. 
We’d  like  to  see  them  interact 
with  other  kids.  It  would  be  a 
benefit  for  the  whole  communi¬ 
ty.”  The  Students  Alliance 
Against  Racism  and  Prejudice 
held  a  conference  on  March  29 
at  Quincy  North  High  School 
where  the  Children  of  War 
spoke. 

The  Children  of  War  program 
also  includes  young  people  from 
the  United  States.  One  girl,  from 
San  Francisco,  had  to  live  on  the 
streets  after  escaping  sexual 
abuse  at  home.  Another  girl, 
Laurie  Salinas,  lives  in  Mac- 
Farland,  California,  a  toxic 
waste  dump  site.  Her  mother 
died  from  cancer  and  both  of 
Laurie’s  sisters  are  dying  from 
cancer  traced  to  toxic  poisoning. 
Laurie,  a  smiling  fourteen  year 
old  who  kidded  with  Quincy

students  before  the  presentation, 
has  been  sick  all  of  her  life  with 
chronic  arthritis,  and  tumors  on 
her  lymph  nodes. 

John  Demeter,  a  media  con¬ 
sultant  for  Children  of  War’s 
Boston  tour,  said  the  group  in¬ 
cluded  children  from  the  United 
States  because  “a  lot  of  young 
people  growing  up  in  this  coun¬ 
try  experience  a  type  of  violence 
equal  to  war.” 


Linda  Day,  coordinator  the 
Children  of  War  at  Quincy  High 
School,  said  that  the  stories  of 
children  from  the  United  States 
will  help  others  who  have  ex¬ 
perienced  “this  country’s  war 
against  minorities  and  women.” 
Day  noted  that  Norfolk  County 
reports  at  least  600  cases  of  sex¬ 
ual  abuse  annually,  and  that 
1600  women  have  suffered  bat¬ 
tering  already  this  year.

agreement  between  the  medical  center 
and  Chinatown.  In  addition,  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  also  has  yet  to 
convey  the  current  Parcel  C  site  to  the  ci¬ 
ty  for  development  of  the  Chinatown 
Community  Center.  Currently,  a  NEMC 
parking  lot  and  three  buildings  are  on  the 
site. 

NEMC’s  ten  year  master  plan  calls  for 
new  emergency  room  facilities,  expanded 
ambulatory  care,  inpatient  care  facilities, 
additional  research  space,  and  parking.  A 
total  of  over  700,000  square  feet  of  new 
space  will  be  created  of  which  450,000 
will  be  used  for  clinical  services. 

Phase  I  of  the  plan  will  entail  250,000 
square  feet  of  new  space  and  generate  ap¬ 
proximately  $750,000  worth  of  housing 
linkage.  According  to  Boston’s  housing 
linkage  law,  developers  pay  $5  toward  a 
housing  trust  fund  for  every  square  foot 
over  100,000  square  feet.  The  medical 
center  will  also  contribute  $1  for  every 
square  foot  over  100,000  to  a  jobs  fund. 


In  agreement  with  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council’s  (CNC)  Subcommitte  for 
NEMC  Community  Benefits,  the  medical 
center  will  calculate  linkage  payments 
based  on  only  one  100,000  square  foot 
exemption.  Further,  the  medical  center 
and  the  CNC  Subcommittee  worked  out 
an  agreement  to  guarantee  linkage 
payments  in  case  the  city  rescinds  the 
linkage  law.  The  medical  center  will 
donate  $2  for  every  square  foot  and  job 
construction  funds  of  $1  per  square  foot. 

Other  benefits  include  a  job  training  in¬ 
itiative  beginning  in  1991.  The  hospital 
will  donate  $156,000  to  be  used  toward 
English  as  a  Second  Language  classes, 
job  readiness  programs,  or  to  establish 
new  career  training  programs. 

The  medical  center  will  continue  sup¬ 
porting  the  South  Cove  Community 
Health  Center  at  the  current  amount  of 
$180,000.  The  hospital  will  also  develop 
a  purchasing  and  contracting  program 
with  locally  owned  businesses,  and  pro¬ 
vide  technical  assistance  in  fundraising 


for  community  needs.  The  Chinese 
Culture  Institute  will  continue  to  lease  its 
space  on  Tremont  St.  for  $1  per  year  until 
the  year  1999,  and  NEMC  agrees  to 
discuss  extending  the  lease  beyond  1999. 

The  CNC,  BRA  and  NEMC  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  collaborate  on  developing  open 
space  and  pedestrian  walkways.  The 
three  will  also  collaborate  on  a  traffic 
study  of  the  medical  center  area,  the  site 
of  the  community  center  and  new 
Chinatown  housing.  The  Herald  St. 
garage  expansion  is  included  in  the  study

bilingual  education,  bilingual  ballots  and 
bilingual  health  care.

Merced’s  bill  was  fil¬ 
ed  on  behalf  of  the  Massachusetts  English 
Plus  Coalition. 


dhist  texts  again  to  prepare  for  a 
harmonious  afterlife.  But  in  the 
United  States,  an  elderly  Cam¬ 
bodian’s  wisdom  is  of  little  use. 
Sons  and  daughters  need  to  re¬ 
learn  everything  to  survive,  and 
elderly  parents  cannot  help 
them.  More  and  more  Cambo¬ 
dians  are  feeling  depressed  and 
isolated  because  they  cannot  live 
out  the  most  important  years  of 
their  lives  in  the  tradition  they 
have  always  known. 

“Because  of  language  and 
culture  differences,”  Riebe  ex¬ 
plains,  “they  can’t  adapt.  The 
community  loses  their  wisdom 
because  what  they  know  is  not  of 
use  in  this  country.” 

To  complicate  this  isolation, 
Riebe  says,  Cambodians,  unlike 
many  new  immigrants,  ex¬ 
perienced  a  particularly  cruel 
regime  under  Pol  Pot.  Most 
elderly  Cambodians  suffered 
every  detail  of  that  rampage: 
torture,  rape,  widowhood,  star¬ 
vation,  disease. 

“They  have  their  own 
stressful  memories,”  Riebe 
said,  “as  well  as  all  of  the  stress 
of  the  family,  because  that  has 
been  their  role:  to  advise  and 
counsel  the  family.”  Often 
younger  relatives  are  tom  bet¬ 
ween  their  old  Cambodian  tradi¬ 
tions  and  the  new  culture  they

find  here  in  the  United  States. 
“Kids  don’t  take  Cambodian 
culture  seriously.  They  are  often 
in  conflict  with  the  traditions.” 

Even  though  they  may  not 
value  the  older  culture,  they  do 
love  their  elderly  grandparents. 
The  Cambodian  community 
takes  care  of  its  older  people, 
Riebe  said,  but  this  is  hard  to  ac¬ 
complish  in  a  culture  which 
doesn’t  value  older  people. 

An  elderly  Cambodian  feels 
most  at  home  at  the  temple. 
They  want  to  study  Buddhist 
texts  in  preparation  for  their 
coming  dead).  According  to 
Khmer  Buddhist  tradition,  death 
is  welcomed  as  a  passage  into  a 
higher  life  form.  One  temple 
which  elderly  Cambodian 
women  visit  is  the  Vipassana 
Meditation  Center  in  Shelburne 
Falls,  Mass.  Others  attend  the 
Cambodian  Buddhist  Center  in 
Lynn,  Mass.  Many  Cambodians 
choose  to  live  near  the  centers 
for  the  sake  of  their  parents.  “At 
the  temple  they  can  talk  with 
each  other,  share  the  stress.” 
Transportation  to  and  from  the 
center  is  a  major  problem  for 
Cambodians  who  don’t  live  near 
a  temple.  “The  elderly  can’t  use 
the  usual  senior  shuttle  services 
for  that  long  a  ride.” 

Riebe’s  commitment  to  the 


Cambodian  community  has  been 
“good  medicine  for  my  life.” 
She  came  to  the  United  States  in 
1981  with  her  daughter  after  suf¬ 
fering  many  losses,  including 
the  disappearance  of  her  hus¬ 
band,  who  she  assumes  was  kill¬ 
ed  by  the  Khmer  Rouge.  When 
she  arrived  in  Boston,  she  soon 
became  ill.  “I  went  through  a 
terrible  culture  shock.  I  didn’t 
know  the  system  or  the 
language,  and  I  had  no  relatives 
here.  The  stress  was  so  bad,  I 
ended  up  in  the  hospital .  ’  ’ 

Like  thousands  of  new 
refugees,  Riebe  struggled  with  a 
new  set  of  uncertainties  in  this 
country,  “I  wasn’t  healthy,  and 
I  felt  hopeless,  I  didn’t  even 
have  a  pot  to  cook  rice  in.” 

Services  for  refugees  were 
few  in  those  days,  but  Riebe 
took  every  English  class  she 
could  find.  “Learning  English 
gave  me  strength  to  help 
myself,”  she  remembers,  “and 
when  I  finished  one  class,  I 
moved  to  another.”  She  studied 
in  a  Revere  church,  in  a  Newton 
ESL  center,  and  at  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Institute.  She  took  accoun¬ 
ting  courses  through  ABCD  and 
attended  Bunker  Hill  Communi¬ 
ty  College.

At  a  recent  meeting  with  the  Jewish 
Labor  Committee  on  immigrant  issues, 
English  Plus  Coalition  members  Lydia 
Lowe  and  Suzanne  Lee  warned  that 
English  Only  could  become  a  state  law  if 
the  movement  isn’t  opposed.  English  On¬ 
ly  supporters  in  Lowell  announced  they 
will  file  an  initiative  petition  to  place  the 
question  on  the  ballot  for  1992.  Lowe 
reminded  the  audience  that  the  federal 
district  court  of  Phoenix  ruled  Arizona’s 
English  Only  law  unconstitutional. 

Representative  Merced,  speaking  at  the 
meeting  with  Senator  Lois  Pines  and 
Muriel  Heiberger,  director  of  the 
Massachusetts  Immigration  and  Refugess 
Advocacy  Coalition  said,  “The  English 
Only  movement  appeals  to  a  need  for  a 
common  language,  or  political  unity,  but 
truthfully,  it  is  a  direct  attack  on  linguistic 
minorities.”  According  to  English  Only 
rhetoric,  Merced  continued,  “anyone 
who  questions  the  movement’s  motives  is 
likely  to  be  called  anti-American,  or  anti- 
patriotic.” 

The  English  Only  movement  willfully 
distorts  U.S.  history,  Merced  claimed. 
“They  deny  the  fact  that  Chinese 
workers,  for  instance,  made  a  large  con- 
triubtion  to  this  country’s  expansion 
when  they  worked  on  the  railroads.  In 
reality,  the  Chinese  and  Hispanic  groups 
have  been  here  from  the  beginning.” 


After  working  in  accounting 
for  a  period,  she  found  a  job  as  a 
resettlement  worker  at  Catholic 
Charities.  “When  I  helped 
others,  I  began  to  feel  calmer 
myself,”  she  remembers. 

Riebewas  called  on  to  do  crisis 
intervention,  assist  refugees  in 
finding  jobs  and  housing,  and 
help  them  with  culture  orienta¬ 
tion.  This  experience  provided  a 
good  background  for  Riebe’s 
current  position  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Mental  Health.  She 
started  working  for  the  state’s 
refugee  assistance  program  in 
1986. 


In  the  years  she  has 
discovered  the  benefits  of  work¬ 
ing  in  human  services,  Riebe  has 
encouraged  her  friends  to  work 
in  the  field,  “I  told  them  that 
there  are  good  reasons  to  be  in 
this  field,  and  many  have 
followed  me,”  she  said. 

Riebe  will  continue  working 
for  the  Cambodian  community 
as  she  begins  a  master’s  pro¬ 
gram  in  social  work  at  Boston 
University.  “I’ll  always  be  using 
my  experience  and  my  heart  to 
work  for  the  Cambodian 
people.”

An  Wang,  visionary  founder 
of  Wang  Laboratories  died  of 
cancer  on  March  24,  at 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital. 

Wang  was  born  in  Shanghai  in 
1920  and  received  a  Bachelor  of 

Science  degree  from  Chiao  Tung 
Universtiy,  Shaghai,  in  1940. 
He  came  to  the  United  States  in 
1945  and  began  graduate  studies 
in  applied  physics  at  Harvard

University,  receiving  his  M.S. 
in  1946  and  Ph  D  in  1948.  In 
1951,  he  founded  Wang 
Laboratories  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

Throughout  the  last  three 
decades.  Dr. Wang  has  been 
honored  by  his  professional  col¬ 
leagues,  prominent  institutions 
of  higher  learning,  and  the 
President  of  the  United  States 
for  his  technological  and  philan¬ 
thropic  achievements. 

Dr.  Wang  received  the  Medal 
of  Liberty  from  President 


Reagan  at  the  July  3,  1986 
centennial  of  the  Statue  of  Liber¬ 
ty,  an  award  given  to  twelve 
distinguished  naturalized 
Americans  for  outstanding  ac¬ 
complishments  in  their  fields. 
He  has  also  received  23 
honorary  degrees,  including 
degrees  from  Chiao  Tung 
University  (Taiwan)  and  Har¬ 
vard  University. 

In  September  1987  Dr.  Wang 
was  listed  in  Datamation 
magazine’s  Hall  of  Fame.  The 
National  Inventors  Hall  of  Fame 
recognizes  inventors  who  have 
conceived  the  great 
technological  advances  fostered 
through  the  U.S.  Patent  System, 
such  as  Thomas  Edison.  Louis 
Pasteur,  the  Wright  Brothers, 
Alexander  Graham  Bell,  and 
Henry  Ford. 

The  Hall  of  Fame  recognized 
Dr.  Wang  for  his  1948  inven¬ 
tion  of  the  pulse  transfer  con¬ 
trolling  devices  that  enable  the 
use  of  magnetic  core  memories 
in  computers.  Magnetic  core 
memory  led  to  the  development 
of  powerful,  compact  commer¬ 
cial  computers  and  the  rapid 
growth  and  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  computer  industry  in  the 
1950s  and  1960s.  Dr.  Wang  cur¬ 
rently  holds  more  than  40 
patents,  primarily  relating  to 
developments  in  computer 
technology. 

In  addition  to  his  many  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  business  world. 
Dr.  Wang  has  been  a  major  con¬ 
tributor  to  the  The  Wang  Center 
for  the  Performing  Arts  in 
Boston,  a  major  funder  of  the 
Massachusetts  General 
Hospital’s  nine-story  Am¬ 
bulatory  Care  Center,  and  a 
director  of  banks,  museum,  and 
colleges.  In  addition,  he  has 
served  as  an  overseer  of  Harvard

Dr.  Wang  has  funded 
numerous  fellowships  in 
Chinese  studies  in  the  U.S.  In 
addition,  he  was  a  founder  of  the 
Chinese  Cultural  Institute  in 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  and  he 
is  a  major  funder  of  the  Fair¬ 
banks  Center  for  Asian  Studies 
at  Harvard  University. 

Dr.  Wang  is  best  known  as 
founder,  chairman,  and  chief  ex- 
ecutive  officer  of  Wang 
Laboratories,  Inc.  He  founded 
the  company  in  1951,  beginning 
with  approximately  $600  of 
working  capital.  From  its 
modest  beginnings  in  a  second 
floor  loft  in  Boston’s  South  End, 
the  company  has  grown  to 
become  a  mult-billion  dollar 
corporation  and  a  leading 
manufacturer  of  computer  bas¬ 
ed  information  processing 
systems  and  applications. 

In  1965,  Wang  Laboratories 
introduced  a  desktop  computer 
that  made  the  company  a  leader 
in  electronic  calculators  by  the 
end  of  that  decade.  The  com¬ 
pany  continued  to  pioneer 
technologies,  ranging  from 
word  processing  in  the  1970s  to 
image  processing  in  the  1980s. 

Througout  the  70s  and  early 
80s,  Wang  Laboratories  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  economic  revival 
of  Lowell,  Mass.,  where  its 
headquarters  is  located,  but  in 
recent  years,  the  company  has 


suffered  losses  and  lay-offs,  at¬ 
tributed  to  Wang’s  reluctance  to 
adapt  his  breakthrough 
technology  to  the  personal  com¬ 
puter  market.  Last  summer,  An 
Wang’s  son,  Frederick,  stepped 
down  as  president  of  the  com¬ 
pany. 

Since  last  August,  Richard 
Miller,  Wang  Laboratory’s  new 
executive  director  has  shaved 
down  Wang’s  $575  million  bank 
debt  to  $93  million.  The  Wang 
family  supports  Miller’s  leader¬ 
ship  while  maintaining  their 
ownership  position.  “The  Wang 
family  believes  that  the  long¬ 
term  plan  now  being  im¬ 
plemented  to  return  the  compnay 
to  profitability  will  achieve  its 
objectives  and  that  implementa¬ 
tion  of  the  plan  remains  the  best 
means  through  which  to  max¬ 
imize  stockholders’  value  in  the 
company.”  said  Frederick 
A.  Wang  last  week.

South  Cove  YMCA  Celebrates  75th  Anniversary

Some  remember  South  Cove 
YMCA  basketball  games  lasting 
until  one  or  two  in  the  morning. 
Others  remember  dances  where 
the  girls  lined  up  on  one  side  and 
the  boys  on  the  other.  A  few 
recall  when  the  yellow  bubble 
arrived  (a  “temporary 
structure”  in  1971),  creating  a 
place  to  shoot  baskets  while  the 
wind  howled  through 
Chinatown. 

They’ll  all  come,  memories 
and  knees  intact,  to  the  China 


Pearl  Restaurant  on  May  6  to 
celebrate  the  75th  anniversary  of 
the  South  Cove  YMCA. 

“Old  friends  and  new  ones 
can  get  together  and  visit,”  said 
Director  Richard  Chin.  “It’s  a 
chance  for  those  pre-1970  folks 
to  see  each  other  again.”  Chin 
added  that  because  of  address 
changes,  not  all  old  members 
could  be  reached.  The  celebra¬ 
tion  is  open  to  any  friend  of  the 
YMCA  and  those  interested  in 
coming  should  contact  him. 


The  Chinatown  YMCA  open¬ 
ed  in  1915  to  serve  the  needs  of 
single  Chinese  men  arriving  to 
this  country.  Back  then,  as  now, 
the  YMCA  tried  to  help  new 
immigrants  by  providing 
English  classes  and  social  ser¬ 
vices.  “Ironically,”  said  Chin, 
“those  needs  have  not  changed. 
The  Y  was  one  of  the  first 
groups  to  help  immigrants.” 
Along  with  its  neighbors,  the 
Chinese  Evangelical  Church  and 
the  Maryknoll  Center,  the  YM¬ 
CA  has  served  as  a  kind  uncle  to 
new  kids  on  the  block  searching 
for  a  little  guidance  along  with 
recreation. 

For  many  young  men,  the 
South  Cove  YMCA  was  a  se¬ 
cond  home.  The  Chinese  Exclu¬ 
sion  laws,  passed  by  the  United 
States  in  1882  and  continued  un¬ 
til  World  War  II,  did  not  permit 
Asian  women  to  immigrate. 
Fathers  brought  their  sons, 
nephews,  and  cousins  over,  or 
arranged  for  their  friends'  sons 
to  come  here  as  “paper  sons.” 
At  the  YMCA,  young  Chinese 
men  (some  were  boys  as  young 
as  nine  or  ten)  could  relax  after 
working  in  the  restaurants  or 
laundries  of  Chinatown. 

Sometimes  when  he  walks 
down  Tyler  Street,  says  Frank 
Chin,  he  looks  up  to  the  third 
floor  window  of  the  old  South 
Cove  YMCA  and  remembers 
the  single  room  he  lived  in  after 
returning  from  the  Korean  War. 
“I  lived  there  off  and  on  through 
college,”  said' Chin,  a  former 
YMCA  board  chairman,  “and  I 
taught  basketball  to  a  lot  of 
neighborhood  kids.”  Until  the 
mid-60s,  the  Y  was  a  three  room 
residence  at  56  Tyler  Street, 
where  the  sign  still  hangs.  The 
famous  all  night  basketball 
games  were  played  in  what  is 
now  a  parking  lot. 


Since  the  1950s  when  more 
Chinese  families  came  to  live  in 
Chinatown,  the  YMCA  has 
served  as  an  after-school  pro¬ 
gram.  “The  Y  was  the  first 
drop-in  center  in  the  city,”  said 
Chin.  While  parents  shopped  or 
worked,  kids  came  there  to  play. 
The  YMCA  was  the  only 
recreational  center  open  on 
weekends. 

Since  the  1940s  the  South 
Cove  YMCA  has  included 
young  women  in  its  program. 
“The  Y  was  where  I  met  my 
wife,”  said  board  member  Bob¬ 
by  Guen.  “I  broke  my  leg  right 
in  front  of  her.”  Smiling  faces 
of  boys  and  girls  competing  in 
volleyball  and  basketball  line 
the  walls  of  the  YMCA’s  small 
meeting  room. 

Guen,  now  a  dentist,  credits 
the  YMCA  for  steering  him 
toward  dentistry.  “I  was  lucky 
to  meet  older  people  at  the  Y 
who  could  give  me  some  direc¬ 
tion.”  Guen  said  he  has  been  a 
“Y  boy”  since  1969.  He  work¬ 
ed  there  all  through  college, 
and  was  a  program  director  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer. 

The  South  Cove  YMCA  was 
the  site  for  many  social  and 
athletic  groups.  Volleyball  was 
one  of  the  most  favorite  sports 
for  Chinese  youth.  “South 
China  has  a  number  of  famous 
volley-ball  towns,  ”  said  Frank 
Chin.  “The  kids  who  migrated 
here  brought  the  sport  with 
them.”  The  Hoy  Ting  volleyball 
league  played  teams  from  all 
over  the  country.  Chin  was  one 
of  the  first  founders  of  the 
Overseas  Youth  Club  which 
held  its  early  meetings  in  a  small 
room  next  to  the  bathroom  at  the 
old  YMCA. 

The  Knights  Athletic  Club  got 
its  start  at  the  South  Cove  YM¬ 
CA,  as  did  the  athletic  and  social 
clubs  Gung  Ho  and  Wing  Wor.

William  Moy,  the  YMCA’s 
current  chairman  said,  “The  Y 
was  the  hub  of  recreational  ser¬ 
vices  in  Chinatown,  not  just  for 
Chinese  either.  We  had  a  lun¬ 
chtime  basketball  team  with  fac¬ 
tory  workers  in  the  area,  and  we 
played  games  with  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  and 
MIT,  too.” 

The  75th  celebration  won  i  be 
all  nostalgia,  adds  Richard  Cbm 
Chinatown's  future  includes  a 
denser  population,  including 
youth  who  need  guidance.  The 
YMCA  wants  to  expand  its 
weekend  services  and  offer 
more  educational  programs. 
They  welcome  volunteers  from 
the  community.  “We  hope  this 
reunion  also  encourages 
members  to  become  active 
again.  We  know  there  are  hun¬ 
dreds  of  possible  Asian  mentors 
who  haven’t  yet  found  a  way  to 
relate  to  youth  again,  and  bridge 
the  gap,  ”  said  Chin.

At  the  end  of  March,  every 
home  in  the  United  States  was 
visited  by  a  multi-colored  ques¬ 
tionnaire  announcing  itself  as 
this  decade’s  nation  wide  count 
of  all  humans  living  among  us. 
Babies  and 

grandmothers, citizens  and 
residents,  legal  or  not,  all  are 
strongly  urged  to  answer  the 
census.  This  year  the  census  will 
include  a  count  of  homeless  peo¬ 
ple  and  undocumented  residents. 
Answers  are  strictly  confiden¬ 
tial.  Census  workers  take  an 
oath  not  to  divulge  any  informa¬ 
tion  given  to  them.  No  govern¬ 
ment  agency,  including  the 
welfare  department,  the  FBI  or 
CIA  can  have  access  to  what  you 
write  on  a  census  form. 

The  information  is  used  to 
determine  Congressional 
districts,  and  to  document  the 
need  for  services  in  populated 
areas,  including  the  need  for 
schools,  hospitals,  and  roads. 

The  Census  will  ask  you  a 
variety  of  questions  ranging 
from  the  trivial  to  the  more  per¬ 
sonal:  income,  age,  number  of 
people  living  in  your  home,  oc¬ 
cupation,  educational 

background.  Fill  out  the  form 
and  mail  it  back  soon. 
Assistance  centers  are  open  to 
help  you  answer  questions, 
whether  you  speak  English  or 
need  help  in  your  own  language. 
(See  below  for  toll  free  numbers 
in  Asian  languages.)  If  you  have 
not  received  a  form  by  April  1, 
call  the  Boston  Regional  Census 
Center  at  421-1421.  Fill  it  out, 
and  be  one  of  the  counted.

An  aura  of  international 
significance  surrounded  the 
musical  performance  at  Boston’s 
Jordan  Hall  last  Feb.  27,  when 
the  Foundation  for  Chinese  Per¬ 
forming  Arts  and  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music 
presented  “Winds  from  China: 
New  Music  by  Chinese  Com¬ 
posers.”  The  large  and  ap¬ 
preciative  audience  was  treated 
to  an  evening  of  extremely  in¬ 
teresting  and  well-crafted  music, 
passionately  performed  by  the 
world  renowned  conduc¬ 
tor/composer  Theodore  An- 
toniou  and  his  new  music  group 
“ALEA  ffl.” 


“Winds  from  China”  includ¬ 
ed  works  of  seven  Chinese  com¬ 
posers.  While  the  style  of  this 
music  was  definitely  informed 
by  the  techniques  and  traditions 
of  Arnold  Schoenberg  and  An¬ 
ton  Webern,  each  of  these  com¬ 
positions  also  maintained  the  un¬ 
mistakable  mark  of  being 
Chinese.  Furthermore,  each  of 
these  new  works  spoke  in  the 
personal  voice  of  its  composer. 
While  all  of  the  music  was 
recognizably  a  mixture  and  syn¬ 
thesis  of  two  musical  cultures, 
each  composition  was  also 
something  unique  and  in¬ 
dividual. 

Because  many  new  composers 
avoid  repetition  and  favor  com¬

plexity,  often  a  new  composition 
makes  its  impact  through 
dramatic  or  expressive  qualities, 
or  through  the  use  of  new  sound 
materials,  rather  than  through 
the  memorable  features  of  its 
materials.  One  can  obviously 
leave  the  performance  of  a 
Beethoven  Symphony  singing 
the  themes,  but  one  can  also 
leave  a  concert  of  Neo-Romantic 
based  compositions  re-living 
specific  musical  features. 
However,  one  cannot  enjoy  the 
same  level  of  memorability  with 
most  Schoenbergian-influenced 
new  compositions,  and  all  of  the 
works  heard  at  this  concert  show 
the  influence  of  a  Schoenbergian 
esthetic. 

Yet  Tuesday  night’s  program 
contained  many  highly 
memorable  moments.  All  who 
attended  the  concert  will 
remember  the  fever-pitched  en¬ 
ding  of  Bright  Sheng’s  powerful 
song  “Sheng  Sheng  Man,”  with 
the  solo  percussion’s  incisive 
strikes  of  fortissimo  followed  by 
the  painissimo  ringing  of  the 
piano.  Bright  Sheng  is  a  highly 
professional  artist  who  used  a 
brilliant  technique  for  orchestra¬ 
tion  and  instrumental  effects  not 
only  to  provide  aural  interest, 
but  also  to  further  the  musical 
and  expressive  needs  of  his  com¬ 
position. 

Tan  Dun’s  “In  Distance,”  for 
Piccolo,  Harp,  and  Bass  Drum 
contains  perhaps  the  only  bass 
drum  cadenza  in  existence. 
Tan’s  creative  ideas  transformed 
the  bass  drum  into  an  instru¬ 
ment  of  delicate  musical  expres¬ 
sion,  with  wonderful  shadings  of 
sound  color,  articulation,  and 
rhythm.  The  performance  of 
Susan  Robinson  on  harp, 
Marianne  Gedegian  on  piccolo, 
and  Tan  himself  on  bass  drum 
were  especially  noteworthy. 

Yang  Yong’s  “Leeh,”  for 
solo  piano  was  a  virtuosic 
display  piece  presenting  com¬ 
plex  pianistic  materials  that  ex¬ 
pressed  opposite  emotions  -  joy 
and  anger,  for  example  -  in  uni¬ 
que  ways.  The  composition  was 
interesting;  however,  Yang’s 
Schoenbergian  musical  language 
allowed  for  the  expression  of 


anger,  but  not  for  joy.  Also  the 
work  suffered  from  a  sameness 
of  harmory  and  color  in  a  con¬ 
cert  where  one  of  the  most  strik¬ 
ing  aspects  was  the  achievement 
of  brilliant  orchestrational  ef¬ 
fects. 

The  concert  began  with  “I 
am.  . .”  by  Ma  Shui  Long,  a  set¬ 
ting  of  a  contemporary  Chinese 
poem  by  Ma  Sen,  for  Soprano, 
Flute  and  three  Percussionists. 
The  evocative  images  painted 
with  sound  enabled  those  who 
do  not  understand  Chinese  to 
nevertheless  receive  all  of  the 
meaning  and  beauty  of  the 
poem.  The  pacing  of  materials 
was  slow  and  spacious,  and  yet 
the  listener  was  always  drawn 
forward,  never  losing  interest. 

“Near  Distance,”  by  Chen  Yi 
was  a  powerful,  vibrant, 
brilliantly  crafted  work  for  the 
traditional  new  music  ensemble 
instrumentation  of  Flute, 
Clarinet,  Violin,  Cello,  Piano, 
and  Percussion.  The  spiritual 
kinship  with  Expressionism  was 
prominent,  but  more  evident 
was  the  personal,  lively,  and 
colorful  artistry  of  Chen  Yi. 
This  is  a  composer  who  knows 
her  instruments  extremely  well, 
and  one  hopes  that  when  she 
leaves  the  excellent  composition 
program  at  Columbia  University 
with  her  doctorate,  she  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  develop  her  lively 
music-making,  while  becoming 
less  and  less  influenced  by  what 
is  now  viewed  by  many  in 
America  as  an  overly-academic 
and  dated  style.  It  is  a  measure 
of  Chen  Yi’s  musical  vitality, 
however,  that  “Near  Distance” 
made  a  fresh  music  statement 
nevertheless. 

The  world  premiere  on  the 
program  was  by  Zhou  Long.  His 
“Li  Sao”  Cantata  used  the  free 
atonal  pitch-language  which  was 
prominent  in  the  earlier  part  of 
the  century,  to  set  portions  of  the 
ancient  Chinese  poem  “Li  Sao” 
by  Qu  Yuan  (340-298  B.C.). 
The  result  was  dramatic,  in¬ 
teresting,  and  technically  ac¬ 
complished. 

The  concert  ended  with  a 
brilliant  performance  of  “Mong 
Dong,”  an  exhuberant  text- 


sound  work  of  the  ALEA  III  or¬ 
chestra,  with  the  instrumentation 
expanded  to  include  the  Piba, 
Chinese  Flute,  and  Zheng.  Qu 
Xiao-Song  drew  his  inspiration 
from  the  primitive  cliff  drawings 
of  the  Wa  tribe  in  the  Yunan 
province  of  southwestern  China, 
and  the  result  was  the  most 
refreshing,  least  academically 
influenced,  and  most  personal 
statement  of  the  evening.  Qu 
projected  a  childlike  spontaneity 
and  freedom  of  expression, 
while  submerging  his  con¬ 
siderable  compositional  craft 
from  view.  “Mong  Dong”  does 
not  exhibit  technique  as  so  much 
new  music  does,  but  rather  uses 
technique  to  serve  as  the  hand¬ 
maiden  of  beauty.  The  result 
was  pure  art:  childlike  and  free, 
yet  controlled  and  sophisticated. 

The  performances  throughout 
the  evening  were  at  the  same 
high  level  one  has  come  to  ex¬ 
pect  from  Theodore  Antoniou: 
knowledgable,  technically 
fluent,  sensitive  and  expressive. 
Composer  Antoniou  has  come  to 
be  known  as  the  most  generous 
champion  of  young  composers 
in  America  and  Europe,  and 
these  committed,  passionate  per¬ 
formances  displayed  the  obvious 
delight  Antoniou  also  has  for 
these  talented  colleagues  from 
China.  The  world  of  music  is  in¬ 
deed  richer,  thanks  to  the  new 
music  which  these  composers 
have  contributed.

Six  year-old  Han  Yu  of  the 
Quincy  Community  School  was 
the  first  prize  winner  of  the  first 
Young  Artists  Competition 
sponsored  by  the  Chinese 
Culture  Institute. 

Han  Yu’s  delightful  painting 
shows  two  panda  bears,  one 
playing  the  cello  and  the  other 
humming  musical  notes.  The 
picture  will  be  the  poster  display 
announcing  the  April  20  concert 
featuring  Yo  Yo  Ma  who  will 
perform  the  winning  musical 
composition  of  the  Young  Com¬ 
posers  contest.  In  concert  with 
Ma  will  also  be  violinist  Lynn 
Chang  and  pianist  Joel  Fan. The 
concert  will  be  held  at  the  Quin¬ 
cy  School  at  5  pm.  Tickets  are 
$10  and  $15.  “The  picture  car¬ 
ries  the  meaning  of  East  and 
West,  and  its  simplicity  makes  a 
strong  poster,”  said  Chinese 
Culture  Institute  Director  Doris 
Chu.  As  first  prize  winner,  Han 
Yu  will  also  receive  $100. 

A  second  prize  of  $50  went  to 
Simeon  Lau,  ten  years  old,  from 
the  Warren  Prescott  School  in 
Brighton.  A  $25  third  prize 
went  to  Feng  Xing  Luo  of  the 
Quincy  School. 

The  arts  competition  drew 
many  entries,  Chu  said.  None  of 
the  judges  knew  which  school 
the  children  attended,  nor  the 
childrens’  names.  The  judges 
were  Stacey  Miller,  instructor 
of  family  programs  at  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts;  Jeff 
Keough,  director  of  exhibits  at 
the  Massachusetts  College  of 
Fine  Arts;  and  Barry  Gaither, 
director  of  the  National  Museum 
of  Afro-American  Artists. 

The  artwork  was  judged  ac¬ 
cording  to  its  reflection  of 
music,  its  expression  of  an 
East/West  theme,  its  technique, 
its  suitability  as  a  poster,  and  the 
artist’s  age.  The  judges  were 
surprised  and  delighted  that  all 
of  the  winners  were  Asian 
American  children.  The  music 
composition  winners  will  be  an¬ 
nounced  in  the  coming  weeks. 

The  Young  Composers  and 
Young  Artists  competitions 
were  founded  by  Yo  Yo  Ma  to 
promote  an  awareness  of  the  arts 
among  young  people.  The 
Chinese  Culture  Institute  and  Yo 
Yo  Ma  hope  the  competition  will 
become  a  permanent  project  in 
the  Greater  Boston  area.

New  Federal  Policy  May  Help 
Families  of  Newly  Legalized 
Immigrants  from  Asia 

Thousands  of  undocumented  im¬ 
migrants  in  Massachusetts  may 
benefit  from  a  new  federal 
policy  affecting  close  family 
members  of  those  who  became 
legal  residents  through  a  recent 
amnesty  program.  The  new 
Family  Fairness  policy,  an¬ 
nounced  by  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  allows 
some  spouses  and  children  of 
amnesty  applicants  to  apply  for 
legal  status  and  work  authoriza¬ 
tion,  provided  that  they  have  liv¬ 
ed  in  the  United  States  since  on 
or  before  Nov.  6,  1986.  Some 
15,000  immigrants  in 
Massachusetts  applied  to  the 
federal  amnesty,  including 
several  hundred  from  China, 
Hong  Kong,  Singapore  and 
Taiwan.
